LEGAL FEES. 


Two Hundred and Fifty Thousand 


Dollars for a Word. 


It Wu Paid to William M. Bvart*. at 


New 
Vork—Other Great Hum« 


Paid to Lawyer* for 


Their Ve 


What would you think if you could 


make $250,000 by speaking a single 
word? lion. William M. Evarts, says 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, once re- 
ceived the enormous fee of $250,000 for 
giving a legal opinion which he ex- 
pressed in just one word of three let- 
ters. The circumstances were these: 


A great corporation desired a legal 


opinion on a matter involving millions 
of dollars, for upon it practically de- 
pended that corporation's very exist- 
ence. They decided to refer the ques- 
tion, which was wholly one of the cor- 
rect interpretation of law, to William 
M. Evarts, and to he guided w holly by 
bis opinion. Their lavijer stated their 
case to the senator, and asked him the 
important question. E\ arts' reputation 
and success are wholly due, not as a 
cross-examiner or conductor of cases, 
but simply to his remarkable knowl- 
edge ot law and his power, which seems 
almost like intuition, of determining 
just how the supreme court will decide 
any question of law. 


When the attorney for the great cor- 


poration put his question, so vitally im- 
portant to that corporation's existence, 
Evarts sat buried in thought for a mo- 
ment, and then answered in one word, 
"Yes." His bill for speaking that one 
word was $250,000, and the coi poration 
paid it without a murmur. Krarts' on- 
s\\ er prov ed to be perf Solly correct. 


The late Hon. Leii C. Wade, of Bos- 


ton, one of the ablest railroad and cor- 
poration lawyers, used to say: "Never 
engage in a lausuit of any kind or have 
any legal business if you can possibly 
avoid doing so, but if it is impossible 
lor you to avoid employing a lawyer, 
employ only one of the very highest 
Drofessiorval standing, and then pay

him freely and generously, no matter 
how exorbitant you may deem his fees." 
The corporation which paid 
Evarta 


$250,000 acted on Mr. Wade's advice. 


Speaking of Le\ i C. Wade, it is worthy 


of note that this brilliant man, who fre- 
quently received fees of $50,000 
and 


even $75,000 from great corporations, 
made his first appearance as a practi- 
tioner of law before a police magis- 
trate's court in Boston as the attorney 
of a man prosecuted for keeping a 
ferocious dog. The remuneration he 
derived %vas exactly three dollars. 


When the sugar trust reorganized un- 


der the laws of Xew Jersey they em- 
ployed Attorney John E. Parsons to 
draw up the agreement under which 
that reorganization TV as effected. It is 
needless to say that for this service it 
was absolutely essential to have a law- 
yer who, though like the man in the 
play, he might rise to crime, could never 
descend to a mistake. Perhaps it was 
an easy matter for Mr. Parsons to draw 
up that agreement, and perhaps it was 
difficult, but the Knowledge and experi- 
ence which it required he had gained by 
long years of experience and hard, la- 
borious study. It was probably more 
to recompense himself for those years 
of effort than for the time he actually 
spent in drawing up the agreement that 
be rendered the sugar trust a bill for 
$250,000, which was paid by check on 
the instant, without a murmur. 


What is believed to be the largest fee 


ever received by any lawyer was one of 
1860,000 which was paid to Attorney 
Vt. N. Cromwell for settling up the af- 
fmJrs of Decker, Howell & Co. It is pos- 
sible that as much or even more may 
have been paid, but, if so, there is no rec- 
Drd of it, and probably both attorney 
and client kept the matter secret. The 
difference between the $250,000 fees 
p»jd to Evarts and Parsons and the 
$8(50,000 fee paid to Cromwell was that 
Evarts and Parsons earned their money 
by regular lepal work in the direct 
routine of their profession, while Crom- 
we!l earned his biff fee by settling up 
the affairs of a great firm and, under the 


V3 of the state of New York, he was 


entitled to five per cent, of the money 
involved. 


Hon. Wayne, MacVeagh, of Pennsyl- 


vania, has received some xery large 
fees. Notably one of $100,000 from fie 
Pullman Palace Car company in a suit 
brought against it by the Central Trans- 
portation company. 


Some branches of the legal profession 


pay much better than others. It is the 
corporation lawyers—those lights of 
the !aw who officiate as counsel for 
great railroads and the various trusts 
which now control almost every form 
of business—who derive the greatest 
possible emoluments from the practice 
of their profession and receive such 
enormous fees that they very soon be- 
come wealthy men. Tifty thousand dol- 
lars is a very common fee for such law- 
vers to receive.

He is a dog fancier, 
and is especially fond of the ScUp- 
perkes breed, of which this dog is a 
specimen. He picked him up in Brus- 
sels on a vacation tour, and named him 
Myn Duyvel (My Devil) as a tribute to 
his viclousness. He is a fine specimen 
of his breed, but hard usage has de- 
prived him of nearly all his teeth. 
Henoe he could not feed properly, and 
was in a wretched condition. 


Mr. Mosely first had a special tray for 


the dog's mouth constructed, and then 
a gutta percha model of the rooutlh was 
made. Then he procured th* smallest 
human incisors to be found and ground 
them dow n to the eize and pattern re- 
quired. There are six of these little 
teeth in front, top and bottom, and 
three each side, top and bottom, mak- 
ing 24 in all.

THE BEETLE'S EYE. 


tn«ect Carried a Camera Before Pho. 


forraphy Was Found 


br Mum. 


Thousands of years before the In 


pentive g*enius of men discovered the 
multifold mysteries of photography 
aad \i orked out the problem of the lens 
the little beetle was carrying round 
with Mm a snap camera of the most 
unique ond interesting character. This 
camera was provided with at least IOC 
photographic lenses, each perfect and 
In nature's finest working fettle. 


All know that the beetle has the curi- 


ous projecting eye, v<ry similar to the 
sort one sometimes sees in man Wra- 
stlf. The eye is large and round, or 
almost so. It can hardly be called a 
perfect sphere, for it is slightly convex 
in shape. Such insects have ej es called 
compound, formed not of one lens, buj 
of several hundreds, set side by side 
like cols in a honej comb. 


Dr. Allen, of England, the famous 


scientist, as well as physician, took the 
cornea of the e\c of a beetle and em- 
ployed it in place of the usual photo- 
graphic lens of the camera used for 
making photographs of microscopic ob- 
jects. A silhouette of a head was past- 
ed on a piece of ground glass and a 
bmp placed behind it. A photographic 
dry plate was exposed to the lifflUt com- 
ing through the beetle's ej'e from the 
silhouette nnd de\ eloped m the usua] 
manner. 


The resulting multigraph -was circu- 


lar, and contained several 
hundred 


Images of the profile—one, indeed, for 
each facet of the eje It seems reason- 
ably clear that insects form their judg- 
ments of distance from such multiple 
images, depending upon the po-ucr o! 
each facet to refract light rajs. The 
nearer the object the greater woul 
be the area cotered by the imago or 
the retina.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

;he eel, but one of tha oddest of which 
IB has trul}" been guilty is-justreported 
Tom Youngstown, 0., w here he had 
actually succeeded in forcing a flour 
mill to cease operation. 


The mill is known as the Baldwin 


mill, and is situated on the bank of the 
Uahoning river. Its power is furnished 
>y five water wheels*, with an engine to 
se nse< in times of low water and when 
;here is backwater to contend against, 
tt Is the custom of the miller, Homer 
Baldwin, to start up Monday morning 
and run 
steadily 
until 
Saturday 


night without a stop. 
One Monday 


morning not long ago, the mill started 
as usual with three water wheels in op- 
eration, the number ordinarily suffi- 
cient to furnish all the power required. 


Presently, however, the miller found 


that strangely enough the ]>uwer was 
acking, and he put on the fourth 
wheel. The following morning the 
[>ower had grown ereri less than with 
iree wheels running, and the fifth 
wheel was put into operation. Still the 
power was insufficient and at last the 
engine was started up in order to ob- 
tain the necessary degree of power. 


It was suspected that somethingmust 


je wrong with the wheels, but owing 
\o the high water it was impossible to 
make an examination before the fol- 
lowing Sunday—•\rten to Mr. Baldwin's 
surprise—he found that the water- 
wheels were clogged up with dozens of 
eel*, varying from thiee to four feet 
hi length, weighing in the mass sever- 
al ^tundred pounds. 
. Alter the eels had bf'jn cleared away 
the -oiili ««5 run at full power with but 
three wherfi a •werntion. 
This is 


the second tinv in Uic memory of the 
traditional oldest in'haljitant that eels 
have been evidenced in ths ilahouing 
river. Some eight years ago, it is said. 
Game Warden Samuel Leier placed a 
number of young silver eels in the 
river. At first it was supposed that the 
mill eels must be those little ones 
grown up, but examination disclosed 
ths fact that the big fellows thai 
stopped the mill wheels were not sil- 
ver eels at ail—aad there lies the mv«- 
tery. 


The eel is one of the queerest of the 


finny tribe. For a long time nobody 
could guess how he happened to come 
into existence in the strange places 
where he is apt to be found. He \s a 
most mysterious fellow, and the mys- 
tery about him is by no means cleared 
awy, though tbe fish experts have 
studied Km in ma.ny ways. 


A curious fact, and one which make* 


Vhn Mahoning incident harder to ex- 
plain, is that eels do not spawn in fresh 
water, but in brakish and salt water. 
tt is known that many eels descend the 
rivers in the fall and winter and enter 
fbe salt water, and it is supposed that 
•pawning takes plSce at that time. In 
the spring and summer young eels from 
three to five inches long ascend 
rjvera la incredtble numbers, overcom- 
ing obstacles, ascending vertical walls 
or floodgates, entering ttoe smallest trib- 
utaries, and even making- their way 
over dry land to ponds and lakes shut
